St. Louis, June 18.—The Republi- 
n National convention was called to 


order at 10:32 a. m. Rev. Scott, a 
colored preacher, of Florida, offered 
prayer. 
The first thing in order was 


the report of the committee on resolu- 
tions. 
When Foraker appeared to pre- 


sent it one of the wildest scenes ensued. 
The delegates and spectators joined in 
long sustained cheers, waving handker- 
chiefs and flags and throwing their 
hats in the air. Almost every plank of 
the platform, which, with a few im- 
material changes, is the same as tele- 
graphed by the Associated Press Tues- 
day night, was cheered. During the 
reading of the Cuban resolutions, Fred 
Grant waved a Cuban flag. 


At the close of the reading, Foraker 


moved the adoption of the platform. 
Teller was recognized, and the silver 
men rose in a mass and cheered their 
champion. 


The applause spread to the galleries 


until it seemed to be coming from a 
large portion of the assemblage. 
The 


demonstration lasted 
two minutes. 


Then came a profound calm as the 
significance of the situation became ap 
-parent. 
The political .allegiance of 


half a dozen states hung in the balance. 
The reading of Teller's substitute was 
listened to attentively. It was as fol- 
lows: 


"The Republican party favors the use 


of both gold and silver as equal stand- 
ard money and pledges its power to se- 
cure the free, unrestricted and inde- 
pendent coinage of gold and silver at 
our mints at the ratio of 16 parts silver 
to one of gold." 


Senator Teller, the silver leader, then 


took the stand to defend his cause. His 
declaration that he must sever his con- 
nection with the Republican party if 
the gold standard plank was adopted 
was greeted with cheers-and hisses. He 
said that he would not dare to take the 
step alone, but .others believe with 
him. He said that gold standard brings 
hunger and distress and these destroy 
patriotism. 
He said that he would be 


false to his state if he did not take this 
course and denied that the silver men 
were taking this step for personal ad- 
vantage. He reminded his hearers that 
he was at the organization of the Re-
